OF AN ANARCHIST 


WHO KILLS PRIEST 


Shoots Father Leo at Denver While 


Clergyman Was Administering Sac- 


rament at Early Mass 


Assassin Hustled Away to Prevent Possible Lynch- 


ing—Came to This Country From Italy 


Three Months Ago. 


Denver, Col., Feb. 24 —Just 
after 


receiving the holy sacrament and still 
kneeling at the 
altar, 
Guarmaccio 


Guiseppa, an anarchist of New York 
and Chicago, shot and killed Father 
Leo Heinrich, priest of St Elizabeth 
church, at early mass, Sunday. 


The priest had just laid the holy 


wafer on his lips when, with a scream, 
the assassin spat it out, drew a re- 
volver and fired through the sacra- 
mental robes into Ahe heart of 
the 


father. 
Death was almost 
instan- 


taneous. 


When the rrealization of the horror 


came upon the congregation, 
peni- 


tents and: worshippers 
were turned 


into a frantic mob, thirsting for ven- 
geance. 


For a time lynching was imminent, 


but the police and calmer spirits pre- 
vented this added horror. 


The assassin's correct name was 


only discovered late last night. He 
formerly lived at No'. 10 Waller place, 
Wakefield, Mass. 
f 


He declared that he had intended 


±o kill four priests. He said that he 
had traveled all over the country 
looking for a suitable opportunity. 


•With a countenance expressing the 


contrition of repentance and the^hu- 
inility of a humble churchman, Gu'- 
seppa approached tfie altar with doz- 
ens of other communicants. Intent in 
his sacred work, Father Leo saw only 
in the man about to take his life the 
asual penitent. A woman was on 
each side. 


Father Leo stood directly in front 


of the man. The priest placed the 
•wafer on Guiseppa's tongue 
Then, 


•with an expression of disgust, the as- 
sassin spat it out, drawing his revol- 
ver as he did so. 


A little altar boy saw the act. 


"Look out, father!" he screamed. Be- 
fore the priest could move, however, 
Guiseppa placed the revolver almost 
against the sacramental "robes and 
pulled the trigger. Father Leo 
fell 


prone in front of the altar. 


"My God, my God," gasped the 


Franciscan. 


With a scream of triumph de- 


scribed toy the congregation as full of 


demoniacal joy, the assassin jumped 
and fled down the isle of the church. 


The congregation was too dazed to 


move. The man dashed to the door 
of the church, where he was inter- 
cepted by Policeman. Daniel Cronin, 
who knocked him down. Guiseppa 
tried to shoot Cronm, but the latter 
seized the revolver. 


The scene became awful. Deathly 


stillness followed the crime for a mo- 
ment. Then a woman screamed and 
the congregation became a wild mob. 
A rush, was made to get the slayer, 
but Cronin had him fast 
and was 


taking him out the door. 


Cronin hustled the assassin to the 


city jail, followed by half the frantic 
congregation. At the jail a big crowd 
gathered. It was feared the assassin 
would he lynched. 


A cordon of police surrounded the 


building with drawn revolvers. The 
crowd, furiously enraged, demanded 
admittance. 


Guiseppa was at last •smuggled out 


of a rear railroad station, where he 
was kept hidden .until train time. 
Then he was taken to Colorado Springs 
under heavy guard.

Speaks on Life of Washington and 


Lincoln and Advises Boys to 


Emulate Them. 


After giving 
an, interesting ac- 


count of his own experience during 
the Civil war as a "printer's devil," 
at 'the Junior T. M. C. A. meeting 
Sunday afternoon, Judge Brister pro- 
ceeded to speak of February as the 
most noted month of the year on ac- 
count of its being the month in which. 
Washington, 
the 
father 
of his 


country, and Lincoln, the savior of 
his country were botb bom, the latter 
on the 12th of the month and the 
former on the 22d. 


Washington, he said, was horn and 


reared amid the most favorable cir- 
cumstances and the greatest advant- 
ages that the country afforded at that 
time, while Lincoln was born in a 
log cabin in the forests of Kentucky, 
and during all his early years was 
subject to abject poverty. But both 
these illustrious men made the best 
of the situaTion and the best of the 
talents which God and Nature had 
given to them; and thus Washington 
qualified himself for the great task of 
leading the American army through 
the Revolutionary war and presiding 
over the nation in its infancy, while 
Lincoln prepared himself for the great 
task of guiding the country through 
the crisis of the Civil war and estab-
